Senator Neleon declared that the 
workmen themselves were responsi- 
ble for most of the unemployment 
over the country because they would 
not consent to a readjustment ‘of 
wages.

The Minnesota senator was oppos- 
ing a house amendment to exempt 
the first $500 of income from invest- 
ments of individuals in building and 
loan associations, which the finance 
committe struck out and which Sen- 
ator Overman, democrat, North Car- 
olina, moved to retain. The com- 
mitte action finally was sustained. 

Senator Nelson said the slackness 
in the building industry was due al- 
most wholly to high wages paid to 
workmen.

Washington, October 1.—Capital 
and labor joined forces here tonight, 
to give impetus to the carrying out 
through community Organization of 
the emergency program for the im- 
mediate relief of the nation's idle 
wage-earners adopted by the na- 
tional conference on unemployment. 

In an Appeal to the business men 
and chambers. of commerce of the 
country to actively support the pro- 
gram, Joseph H. Defrees, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, declared that “Busi- 
ness has a great responsibility in 
the situation, it must furnish em- 
ployment.” ° 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in a 
forma) statement, expressed bie con- 
fidence that “the trade union move- 
ment in each community will join 
energetically in the effort to assist 
in the task of providing work for 
the thousands who are idle.” i 

Both Mr. Defrees, and Mr. Gomp- 
ers are members of the conference 
and assisted in drafting the emer- 
gency program. 

Calls eon Business. 

Mr. Defrees called upon the busl- 
hess men to offer the mayors in their 
communities immediate assistance 
in order to speed up the establish- 
ment of employment committees on 
‘tational! basis. P 

“The situation cannot be met with- 
cut proper organization,” he said. 
“It is primarily a community prob- 
lem. The local business man through 
his organization, and individually 
should make every effort to meet 
the situation in their city. The ex- 
isting unemployment presents a real 
problem, which must have immedi- 
ate attention.” | , 

American labor, Gompers declared, 
would give its “wholehearted sup- 
port” to the emergency” program, 
which he said provided an oppor- 
tunity for the co-operative action 
of all the agencies and institutions 
in each cOmmunity to bring relief 
to the unemployed. 

Gompers’ Message. 

“Labor,” he said, will indorse ev- 
ery constructive feature of the re- 
port which the unemployment con- 
ference hag accepted. Beyond ques- 
tion America can solve the problem 
of unemployment, if it undertakes 


the work in earnest. If mayors, 
communities, employers, manufac- 
turers, dealers of all kinds and our 
people -generally will undertake to 
put into effect the conference rec-

DEMANDS DEFINITE 
MEXICAN SURETIES 


Fletcher Is Quoted to 
That Effect in Reference 
to Recognition of Obre- 
gon Regime. 


Washington, October 1-—Under- 


Secretary of State Fletcher was 
quoted by Representative Hud- 
speth, of Texas, today as saying in 
connection with recognition of the 
Mexican republic that “Mr. Obre- 
gon and his government must put 
down in black and. white that all 


titles held by Americans shall be 
fully recognized and this must ex- 
tend to states that have confis- 
cated the lands of Americans for 
which they have issued state bonds 
that are not worth the paper they 
are written upon.” 

“The Obregon government has 
heretofore claimed that they have 
no authority over t states,” the 
under-secretary continued. accord- 
ing to Mr. Hudspeth. This is a 
misnomer. They have authority 
over states and must control the. 
action of the states relative to 
American right. When we recog- 
nize Mexico, it is not for a day or 
month, or a year, but probably for 
many, many years, and we are not 
taking anytning for granted, but 
everything must be reduced to writ- 
ing, and must be recognized by the 
head of the Mexican government 
and its legislative body.” 

The Texas representative ex- 
plained that he conferred with Mr. 
Fleteher on the general question of 
Mexican recognition, and received 
assurances that the Chamizal zone 
controversy has been kept “in mind 
at all times in negotiating with 
the Mexican government, and it is 
a@ part of the treaty stipulations.” 
Commissioners wiil have to be ap- 
pointed to settle it, he declared the 
secretary had told him, adding 
that “If 1 control the matter. it 
will de settled right.” - 

In reply to à question about th 
Mexican supreme court decision 
concerning the retroactive clause of 
section 27 of the constitution, Mr. 
Hudspeth said the secretary an- 
swered: 

“The supreme court decision only 
setties one matter and that one is 
that it recognizes the lease of the 
Texas company made prior to the 
enactment of this constitution; it 
is not precedent for other contro- 
versies of similar matters, such as 
our supreme court decisions are in 
this country.

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Alabama Senator De- 
mands Probe of Big Sal- 
ary Increases by N. Y. 
Federal Reserve Bank. 


Washington, October 1.—A de- 
mand that the republican majority 
in the senate investigate increases 
made recently in the salaries of of- 
ficials and others in the New York 
Federal Reserve bank, was made 
today by Senator Heflin, Alabama. 
Reading from a list showing that 
$1,800. $2,400 and $4,000 a year sal- 
aries had been raised to $12,000, 
$15,000 and $25,000, Senator Heflin 
told the senate it was an “out- 
rage,” that there should be such a 
“digging into the funds of the peo- 
ple,” when a great army of unéin- 
ployed “marched through the land.” 

Senator Fletcher, democrat, Flor- 
ida, interrupted to call attention to 
salaries paid by the shipping board. 
He said there was a $150,000-a-year 
board of operations to tell an $84,- 
000-a-year shipping board how to 
overate the government merchant 
fleet; that there were experts at 
high salaries to tell other experts 
what to do, and that there were 
highly-paid lawyers to tell highly- 
paid lawyers how to interpret the 
law. 

Ship Board Advice. 

Senator McKellar, democrat, Ten- 
nessee, told the senate he had re- 
ceived a request from a business 
man in his state as to the possibil- 
ity of chartering a shipping board 
vessel to carry a cargo of freight 
from Texas to the United’ Kingdom 
ports, and he had referred the re- 
quest to J. B. Small, a 330, 000-a- 
year director of operations.” He 
had been told, he said, that the in- 
quirer should charter a British ship 
rather than an American vessel be- 
cause the British steamer would 
give a lower freight rate. 

Resuming his address, Senator 
Heflin launched into a vigorous at- 
tack on the republicans, asserting 
that not one of them had protested 
against or demanded an investiga- 
tion of the increases in the salaries 
in the New York Federal Reserve 
bank. 
Senator Smoot, republican, Utah, 
replied that senators could not be 
held responsible for the increases 
and that there was no law govern- 


ing the situation. He added that he 
had called thé matter to the atten- 
tion of the federal reserve board, 
and that undoubtedly an inquiry 
was being made. 
Senate Seats Seld. 

Declaring that the®senate would 
hear more of this and other sub- 
jects later, the Alabama senutor 
went on with his attack, charging 
that Wall street was the “devilish 
source from which came republican 
campaign funds,” and that “money 
flowed like rivers’’ in the recent 
senatorial election in New Mexico. 

The speaker also charged that a 
seat in the senate had been sold 
on the auction block in Michigan.” 

“I haven’t time to discuss that 
case now,’ he said, “but go read 
the testimony and see if seats in 
this body cannot be bartered.

REMOVED FROM J0B 


Boston, October 1.—Nathan A. 
Tufts was removed from office as 
district attorney of Middlesex coun- 
ty in a decision handed down to- 
day by the full bench of the su- 
preme court of Massachusetts. 

The court found Tufts guilty-of 


a number of charges preferred by 
Attorney-General J. Weston Allien, 
who alleged nonfeasance, misfeas- 
ance and malfeasance in office. Tes- 
timony on these charges was given 
an extended hearing in the early 
summer. Court asserted that the 
public good required Tufts’ removal, 
adding that the decision was unani- 
mous and not subject to review or 
revision. 

In rendering its decision the court 
said, that while full weight was 
given to the fact that a district 
attorney is constantly prosecuting 
criminals, and is@ conspicuous mark 
for attack, fro the vicious, the 
depraved and the mendacious, it was 
constrained “by the compelling na- 
ture of the evidence” to make its 
findings. - 

‘Spectacular Charge. 

The most spectacular of the 
charges preierred against Tufts had 
to do with a midnight party at a 
Woburn roadhouse, in which a num- 
ber of prominent motion picture 
producers participated. Tufts, the 
attorney-general alleged was con- 
cerned with others in a conspiracy 
by which -$100,000 was extorted 
from the motion picture men under 
threat of indictment. 

Tufts, the court found, falied to 
make any investigation at all ade- 
quate to enable him to form a sound 
judgment on the question whether 
the motion picture men were guilty 
of an offense for which they ought 
to be indicted. 

Conduct of Gullt. 

In finding Tufts guilty of wilful 
misconduct in connection with the 
affair, the court said in part: 

“The course of conduct of the re- 
spondent throughout this transac- 
tion was that which would have 
deen atiopted and followed by an 
astute and cunning, district attor- 
ney who was an accomplice in a 
conspiracy designed to separate this 
great sum of money from men of 
great wealth, timid about further 
notoriety concerning their partici- 
ation in a disreputable affair. 

hether he was guilty, need not 
be determined in the present case.” 

Tufts’ conduct in connection with 
other charges was characterized in 
the finding as. Reprehensible“ and 
“open to suspicion.” The court 
found Tufts not gulity on a number 
of charges, many of which had to 
do with failure to prosecute in au- 
tomobile and other minor cases. and 
with nol-progsinge of others.

goods. Bleachers, converters, and a 
number of bag mamufacturers have 
been in the markets and on the 
whole there has been more breadth 
to the demand than in any previous 
week this month. 

Some few mills making brown 
sheetings for the bag trade and spe- 
cial cloths for printing or convert- 
ing, have entered contracts carrying 
through February of next year but 
most of the business was done on 
spot or nearby deliveries. 

Colored cotton goods have been 
palling quite steadily and in a num- 
ber of instances mills are now en- 
aged on them to the end of this 
year. Blankete, domestics and some 
fall suiting: fabrics have been call- 
ed for more freely. . 

Wide sheetings, sheets and pillow 
cases, and some lines of branded 
brown: and bleached cottons have 
been advanced but tHere are still 
many goods that are far under the 
parity of 20-cent cotton. Jobbers 
are doing a moderate volume of bus- 
inese for spot delivery but orders 
sere pte small and are frequently 
repeated. 

There has been a better demand

Spring and jobbers are doing much 


better on some of their advance 
spring business than on spot mer- 
chandisé. Yarns are selling moder- 
ately but are bringing less in cen- 
tral selling markets than spinners 
are asking for contracts.

As: to fertilizers, it has been 
found chat an application of from 
200 to 400 pounds per acre is the 
most profitable amount to apply. 
The mixture should contain from 
10 to 12 per cent of available phos- 
phoric acid, from 2 to 4 per cent 
nitrogen and from 2 to 4 per cent 
potash for the best oat soils. «The 
phosphoric acid should be hieh in 
all cases and there is no danger 
of applying too much, since it can 
hurt neither the soil nor the crop 
and it is sometimes good to have a 
residue accumulate in the soil. 

Fertilizers not only increase the 
yield of oats per acre, but they also 
increase the size, plumpness and 
weight of the grain. It has been 
found by many tésts that fertilized 
oats weigh from one to seven 
pounds more per measured bushel 
than the unfertilized. They also 
grade higher. Fertilizers hasten 
the maturity and increase the re- 
sistance to ‘such diseases as rust. 


In harvesting the crop in the 
Spring, where the acreage is suf- 
ficiently largé, the regular grain 
binder should always be. used. On 
very small areas the mower or 
cradle may be used. When cut with 
the binder the grain should stand 
until nearly ripe or just after it 
Rr out ot the hard-dough stage. 

he bundles or sheaves are set up 
in round shocks of ten to twelve 
bundles each; using from one to two 
bundles for caps. The bundles 
Should be thoroughly dry when 
shocked and the shocks car fully 
built so as to expose the grain as 
litthe as possible to the weather. 

When cut with a mower or cradle, 
the grain should not be allowed to 
get so ripe as for the binder.

The uses for oats are well undér- 
Stood in the south. As a feed for 
work animals, the crop is unsur- 
passed. It furnishes both grain and 
roughage. Right now not enough is 
Produced so that it is not fed as 
much as it should be, but the fact 
remains that bundled oats make 
one of the finest summer feeds for 
horses and mules. Some people use 
them to advantage with dairy cows, 
sheep and poultry,*but generally 
they are too high in price and too 
Scarce to use for this purpose. With 
the more extended growth of the 
crop, it can be well utilized in this 
way. Oats straw is one of the. best 
Straws and is a valuable roughage 
for animals not at hard work.

“Everybody and his nosighbor have 
gone into debt, and this condition 
not only militates against the so- 
much-desired ‘return to normalcy’ 
which President Harding holds out 
as our only salvation, but stagnates 
business, fetters enterprise and sti- 
fles incentive. Therefore, it would 
seem that every rational considera- 
‘tion not only favors but demands 
the speediest possible liquidation of 
these debts on the part alike of the 
individual and the merchants; the 
‘individual first; because until he 
pays the merchant the latter is 
helples 

An iniavidual here and there may 
profit by holding cotton—if it goes 
higher—but the community suffers 
infinitely more than the occasional 
individual gains at a time like this.

“Do unto others as we would 
have others do unto us?”

The crisis in British affairs to- 
day is, beyond all doubt, the great- 
est in recent centufies. Victorious 


in the most extensive struggle in 
British history, the British have 
suffered and are 


in transportation services. There 
was, next, the steadily mounting 
income derived from British capi- 
tal invested abroad, for there had 
been in the past a surplus accruing 
to the British people-after they had 
paid for their own food and raw 
materials. This surplus they had 
invested abroad and on it received 
interest, dividends, etc. At the mo- 
ment when the war broke the 
British had many billions invested 
abroad d this was an important 
factor their equation of exist - 
ence. 

But the war at one stroke wiped 
out more than half of the foreign’ 
investments. It did more than that, 
it forced the British to shift much 
of the remaining half from re- 
munerative enterprises in the 
Americas.and elsewhere to the war 
loans of Britain’s allies, which up 
to the present moment have been 
unremunerative and probably will 
remain so. And, in addition, Bri- 
tain was compelled te borrow, her- 
self, from the United States on a 
vast scale, both governmentally and 
privately, until the sum total of 
these borrowings otday stretches 
well up above $7,000,000,000. It may

NOW. Last Wednesday my mother, 


74 years of age; my gon, just 21, and 
I went to the polis to vote for the 
tirst time. One hundred persons or 
more intermingled in and about the 
voting place—professiona] men and 
artisans, society leaders, house- 
ie and business women. 

There was a pleasant exchange of 
greetings between acquaintances 
und a lively banter among friends 
as we stood in line for our turn to 
perform this civic duty. Laughter 
was oltten heard. but no voice was 
raised in quarreling, indeed I 
neither saw nor heard any objec- 
tional act or unpleasant word. 

A cultured Christian gentleman, a 
leader in the Presbyterian church, 
Whose office sougnt him, who did 
not solicit a vote nor make a cam- 
paign speech, and who in his first 
formal statement not only urged co- 
operation and work from the citi- 
zens of Macon, but prayed to the 
Lord Jehovah. Hon. Luther Wil- 
liams. was chosen mayor. The pev- 
ple chose good men for aldermen. 

Of unusual significance was the 
election of Mrs. Helen Shaw Har- 
rold, a faithful mother, wife and 
homemaker, an intelligent Christian 
woman, a prohibitionist, prominent 
in club circles, of remarkable ini- 
tiative and executive ability. 

The evening following the elec- 
tion immense crowds. in which la- 
dies and children moved freely, 
gathered to hear the victors an- 
nounced officially and to join in the 
great celebration. 

The crowds were hilarious. but 
Eood-natured, no evidence of drink- 
ing. no bitter arguments and no ar- 
rests. 

When Macon Had 65 Saloons. 

THEN. More than a dozen years 
ago, when Macon was cursed with 
sixty-five saloons, i happened to be 
visiting the city on election day. 

So great was the drunkenness. 
brawling. fights, offensive language 
and disgracéful scenes, in the day 
even. that only necessity caused the 
few ladies to appear on the business 
streets, although under the protec- 
tion of a male relative. The jail was 
filied to overflowing, many besotted 
voters were hauled home to dis- 
tressed wives and mothers. A group 
of high school boys were led stag- 
geting to their homes. 

Oh. yes. it was against the law 
to sell intoxicants to minors and to 
habitual drunkards. to open saloons 
on election days, to run “blind 
tigers” in those days, but. liquor 
sellers have ever been inherent law- 
breakers.

Then liquor makers 
and sellers have constantly violated 
every law enacted by a municipality, 
commonwealth and the nation to 
regulate this nefarious traffic. ex- 
3 when forced to obey.

during the world war, before the | 
highway was completed, it proved 
of inestimable value to the United 
States government as a military 
road. It passed at that time through 
thirteen of the army camps; and 
after the war the government made 
a survey of the highway, to learn of 
its future possibilities as a military 
road and as a great benefit to the 
citizenry. The highway begins at 
Washington, D. C., and ends at San 
Diego; and its advantages are con- 
sidered so great that the city of 
San Francisco has persuaded the 
association to extend the road to 
that point, where it will end, at the 
Same spot on which the Lincoln 
highway ends. 

“It has now also been decided to 
extend the highway to Mexico, the 
Mexican government having appro- 
priated forty million dollars to com- 
plete the road. A committee from 
the Bankhead highway will go to 
Mexico City next February, upon 
special invitation of the Mexican 
government, to confer with officials 
regarding this project. The gover- 
nors of the various states in Mexico 
through which this commission will 
pass will provide military escort.“
